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Introduction

The Lebanon County Historical. Society was organ- 
ized January 14, 1898, and therefore has passed its 
quadri-centennial (for its founders, see Vol. I, page 2.) 
In this period of 26 years the Society has issued 110 
pamphlets, the titles and authors of which are given 
hereafter. They embrace 108 papers or treatises by 
71 authors, 13 biographical sketches, 8 poems (of which 
2 are in Pennsylvania-German), 28 addresses, 6 official 
documents, 71 “In Memoriams” or biographical sketches 
of deceased members; besides, reports of officers and 
committees. and un index, comprising, altozecher. 5652 
pages. These pages are interspersed with 374 illustra- 
tions, including 135 portraits of prominent citizens of 
the city and county of Lebanon; also cuts of old churches, 
academies, public houses, and a number of fac-similes. In 
addition, we have eight maps, plots or plans, which en- 
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hance the value of the text, elucidating and clarifying it.

Wnat is known as the vowel system is used. The initial letter 
of a word, coupled with the next vowel, determines its place in 
the index. Thus under A the entries follow this order: A—a, 
A—e, A—i, A—o, A—u, A—y. So with each letter of the alpha- 
bet. In case a word consists of an initial vowel followed only 
by consonants, it follows the last vowel combination. Thus 
“Ernst” follows E—y, and “Orth” follows O—y. 

This arrangement saves time in looking for an item. For in- 
stance, we wish to look for “George Steitz.” Instead of being 
obliged to look over the whole list of 176 items in S, we only need 
to look over those of S—e, of which there are only 38. 

In the references, a dash separates the volume trom the page, 
a comma separates pages, and a semicolon, references. ‘fhus 
VII—45 means Volume VII, page 45; VI—58, 90 means Volume 
VI, pages 58 and 90; IV—69; V—83. means volume IV, page 69, 
and Volume V, page 83.
